Practically all of the lizards you will find on any of the 
| islands,except the Chinchas, are widely distributed. The same species 
: of skinks inhabit Pitcairn and some of the Solomons, 


The large lizards from the Chinchas and adjacent islands are 
desirable and I would like to get representatives from each island, 


GALAPAGOS ISLANDS 


Do not take your time collecting any lizards from the Gala pa gos. 
The only desirable things there are snakes, Snakes from Albemarle, 
Duncan,Chatham and Charles are very desirable, 


cocos ISLAND 


The only desirable lizard from COCOS is a small gecko, 
This gecko may be found under loose bark or in the remains of the 
houses of the treasure hunters. Besttime to look is at night with a spot

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SAN FELIX AND SAN AMBROSIA ISLANDS 


These two islands are seldom visited and I have no records of reptiles 
from them, It may be that geckos will be found there, Turning over stones 
around the bird colonies would be the place to look for them, 


PITCAIRN ISLAND, . 
Three species of geckos and ena species of skink‘have been taken 
on Pitcairn, If you call at Pitcairn save whatever you may take in the 
way of reptiles as they are all small and take up no room in the tank, 


EASTER ISLAND 


One species of skink-and one species of gecko have been taken on 
EASTER ISLAND. A third lizard described as large has been reported but 
never collected,It may be a larger species of gecko, Geckos should be 
abundant in any of the she®p sheds or dwellings about the island,It 
may be better to look for them at night with a spot light than to try and get 
them under stones or debris as on the other islands, The skinks will 
no doubt be found on the rock fences( sunny side) . Try and collect 


a fair number of each (15). Keep your eye open f

EASTER ISLAND 


There are some lakes in the craters on EASTER ISLAND and 
it may be a good thing to keep your eye open for anything in 
them. Of course no sea-snakes have ever been found in them; . 
but none was ever found in Lake Tungano till the ZACA arrived there, 


All of the other islands listed on the itinerary no doubt have 
skinks and geckos on them, As they are no doubt be all small species 
there will be plenty of room for a fair series, 


Try particularly on Henderson and Ducie islands for lizards, 


Land Shells. 


These are desirable for our collection, from any lo- 
cality. We are especially anxious to obtain specimens from 
western South America, the Islands off the coast and from 
Easter and Pitcairn Islands. Each lot should be kept sepa- 
rate with a locality label. They can be placed in small 


bags or in cheesecloth and placed in the alcohol tank, where 


they will not break, or in other containers. 
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Marine Shells. 


These are desirable for our collection, from any LO= 
cality, but most especially from the west coast of South 
America, and the islands off the coast, as well as from 
Raster and Pitcairn Islands. It is very important that the 


exact locality of the specimens be kept, and each locality 


should be kept separaté. 
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
